He entered the Bank throu^ the iron gi^ and 
occupied the chair of the Bank Guardinside the Bank near 
the main entrance, as he had to wait for the bank trehMic- 
tions to start. In the meantime, one youth entered ,the bank 
and went to the Manager to prepare a Bank Draft. The 
Bank Draft could not be prepared as most of the Waff Was 
on leave. He come towards the entrance, but Insteim of 
going out he positioned himself on the vantage point at 
the gate and signalled another youngman waiting doitb-by. 
to come in. On his signal, the other youngipan reached near 
the gate, who was having an AK-47 Assault Rifle in Ws hand. 
The youngman with the rifle tried to force his entry inside the 
gate. As Shri Mohan Singh smelt some foul play he held 
the grill. He did not allow the youth with rifle to enter the 
bank premises. Shri Mohan Singh was not only pushed with 
rifle but was also threatened with dire consequences. A 
scuffle started between them. Both the youths succeeded in 
getting entry but Shri Mohan Singh was able to hold the 
ground and caught hold of the rifle and lifted it upwards. 
The scuffle continued for sometime but both the youtltt could 
not succeed in snatching the rifle from Shri Mohan Shlgh. 
In the meantime, the third accomplice, who was aWtd^g 
outside, came and positioned himself near the gate and fired 
from his pistol from close range, which hit Shri Mohan Sln^ 
on the bank. As a result of fatal Injury and loss of blood 
he died on the spot. 

Once the main resistance was over, the insurgents fired with 
rifle and pistol, causing bullet injuries to Shri P. R. Nanda, 
a Retired Principal and two bank clerks Shri Kapoor Singh 
and Shri Dosh Raj. Shri Nanda also died on the spot. The 
bank Manager subsequently raised the bank alarm. Due to 
tough resistance and sounding of alarm, the youths *b6n- 
doned their plan to loot the bank and ran away towards 
Satwari on a two wheeler. 

In this encounter, Shri Mohan Singh, ConWablc/Dtlvcr 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order.

On the night of 13th January, 1989, a patrol party of 44 
Battalion of Central Reserve Police Force, under the com¬ 
mand of a Sub-Inspector, was patrolling the Village Bhakna 
Kalan, Amritsar. While the police party was passing through 
a parrOW lane at village Bhakna Kalan, at about 2300 hPpr*i 
Constable Asin Khan, who was leading the party, spotted a 
human Agufe standing be.side the door of a near-by house. 
Constable Asin Khan challenged him to raise his hands, sus¬ 
pecting him to be an inmate of that house. The suspected 
person started firing with the result that Shri Asin Khan 
was severely injured, but inspite of injuries. Shri Asin Khan 
fired from his rifle, which narrowly missed the terrorist as 
the terrorist Jumped towards the other side of the wall to 
escape. Firing also came from other directions, where the 
terrorists were hiding. Police party also_ opened fire In 
retaliation towards the terrorists. As the visibility was very 
poor because of thick fog, the terrorists had made good their 
escape. Constable Asin Khan was immediately rushed to 
S.G.T.B. Hospita, Amritsar but he succumbed to his Injuries 
on the way. In the exchange of fire three other CRPF per¬ 
sonnel received bullet injuries. 

In this encounter, Shri Asin Khan, Constable, displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

On the 4th August, 1988. on receipt of an information about 
a serious dacoity at Ttki Sanatorium, Police Station Itki in 
which Rupees one lakh were looted. Shri Sachchlda Nand 
Mishra. Sub-Inspector of Police, Incharee Police Station Ratu, 
alongwith three other Police personnel, rushed for Itkl. On 
reaching villlage Hisri, at about 1930 hours, the officer got 
information that the criminals were hiding in the house of 
Shri Rahmat Ansari and they had fired three-four times and 
exploded bombs from inside the house. Shri Mishra asked 
the criminals to surrender but instead they started firing. One 
of the shots hit Shri Mishra ininring his right thigh. Un¬ 
mindful of the injuries, Shri Mishra with great courage, 
entered the house alongwith two Assistant Sub-Inspectors.

Meanwhile, other three criminals surrendered who 
were identified as Alimuddin Ansari, Modi Ansari and Sarfat 
Ansari Shri Mishra called the Sarpanches of Villages 
Hisri, Bejpur and Bajpur and searched the (mlprit,s In their 
presence. On search one country made pistol with live/flred 
cartridges, one khaki bag containing Rs. 84.282/-. one 12 
bore live cartridges, two live bombs in a plastic bag, one 
pistol, and two wrist watches were recovered fpotn the crimi¬ 
nals. Thereafter Shri Mishra came out of the house with 
the criminals Bv then the villagers had gathered and shou¬ 
ted that Only arrest by police Is no remedy; the criminals 
should get their dues at the spot itself The public aot fur¬ 
ious and started aasaultin» the criminals.

On"the 20fh April, I98S. information was received at Police 
Station Ooregaon that an absconding accused Shashi Bhaskar 
Kotekar alongwith his associates has taken shelter near 
Dahisar River Bridge. A team consisting of one Inspector, 
4 Sub-Inspectors, 1 Naib and 1 Constable/Driver (including 
Sub-Inspector Sharad Bapu Jadhav) left for the place of 
hiding to arrest the criminals. On reaching there, the police 
party Was divided into three groups. One group led by Sub- 
Inspector Jadhav with one Naik and one Constable/driver, 
proceeded towards the place of hiding, On reaching near 
Shnnath Bhavan, Shri Jadhav and his party noticed three 
persons standing near the compound and one person at a 
little distance.

Shri Jadhav advanced towards them and asked them to surren¬ 
der and also told them that the police had surrounded the 
area. On hearing this, one of the criminals who was close 
to the Police party suddenly turned and attacked Shri Jadhav 
with chopper, who was advancing towards Shashi. Although 
Shri Jadhav tried to avoid the blow, but he sustained Injury 
on his stomach. Sensing danger to his life, Shri Jadhav imme¬ 
diately pulled out his service revolver.
